The reports indicate that 
during the three days prior to the 
closing of the books on Tuesday night 
the heaviest registration in the his- 
tory of the state took place, thousands 
of names being added to the lists in 
this short space of time. 

Fulton’ county leads the list with 
the greatest discrepancy, the shortage 
here being in the neighborhood of 
8,500, Chatham being next, with ap- 
proximately 2,100 Shortage.

Washington, April 5.—The military 
committee of the house is to split 
over an attempt to put upon the pen- 
sion rolls soldiers of the civil war 
who are charged with desertion.

BUILD PUBLICCOMFORT STATION 
ONTO VIADUCT, SUGGESTS JETT 


Build the proposed public comfort 
station over Wall street from the 
northeast end of the Whitehall street 
viaduct and conserve the most con- 
gested corner in Atlanta for ever-in- 
creasing traffic, is the suggestion of 
Assistant Chief of Police Ewell L. 
Jett. 

There is perhaps no other citizen of 
Atlanta who is better acquainted with 
the traffic problems of the city than 
Captain Jett by reason of his experi- 
ence, extending over fifteen years in 
the police service. His suggestion will 
probably receive careful consideration 
by the committee, which now has in 
contemplation the erection of the sta- 
tion at ‘five points.” 

According to Assistant Chief Jett’s 
idea, the erection of the public com- 
fort station over Wall street opposite 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis building, presents manifold ad- 
vantages which are to be found lack- 
ing in the present suggested site. 

Assistant Chief Jett’s Idea. 

“Extending all along thenorth side 
of Wall street, on the side of the 
Peters building and New Kimball,” 
he says, “there is a strip of ground 
about thirty feet in width, owned by 
the city, which could be utilized for 
the station without inconveniencing 
either traffic or individual property 
owners. Built on a level with the 
viaduct, with entrances from White- 
hall’ street, there would be plenty of 
room for al) the features embodied in 
the plans drawn for the other site, and 
at extremely less cost. 

“The excavation item would disap- 
pear, the danger of woman. crossing 
the double street car tracks would be 
eliminated; it would be more remote 
and less conspicuous and yet quite as 
convenient.

Washington, April 5.—(Special.)—A 
delegation of prominent Gegrgia law- 
yers appeared before the house judi- 
clary committee today in support of 
the bill to increase the pay of the 
federal judiciary. Judge Joseph R. 
Lamar made an argument in favor of 
the bill. E. T. Brown, Hollins N. 
Randolph and Alex W. Smith were 
present at the hearing, but did not 
speak. 

The proposed bill seeks to increase 
the salaries of district judges from 
$6,000 to $9,000; that of circuit judges 
from $7,000 to $10,000; that of asso- 
clate justices of the supreme court 
trom $12,000 to $17,500, and the salary 
of the chief justice to $18,000. 

In the midst of Judge Lamar’s ejo- 
quent and earnest address, Represen- 
tative Higgins, of Connecticut asked: 

“Mr. Lamar, how much do You pay 
your supreme court judges in Geor- 
gia?’ 

Judge Lamar at first declined to 
answer. He was reluctant to tell the 
committee that Georgia only pays 
$3,000 to the men doing practically 
the same work as that for which he 
was asking that the government 
should pay from three to six times as 
much. Being pressed for an answer 
he confessed that Georgia underpaid 
her judiciary, but said he felt they 
&. 
ought to receive more, and appeared 


before the committee, therefore, in 
« 8004 faith.

Railroads Declare Trains Are 
Turned Over to Them Late, 
But That Often Time Is Made 
Up.---Roads Improving. 


Declaring it is their desire to oper- 
ate every train on time to the minute 
Whenever possible; that they would 
Welcome any suggestion that would 
tend to bring about that result, and 
that the majority of delays, when they 
occur, are due to causes which are un- 
avoidable and which cannot be an- 
ticipated, representatives of the rail- 
roads in Georgia appeared before the 
railroad ‘commission yesterday morn- 
ing to show cause why they should not 
be required to improve their schedules 
and to operate their trains accordingly. 

The hearing on the late train propo- 
sition was the result of weekly re- 
ports which the commission has been 
receiving from the railroads of the 
state for the past few weeks and which 
show that an exceedingly large num- 
ber of interstate trains operated in 
Georgia are frequently off the sched- 
ule. 

Why Trains Are Late. 

The commission desired to know 
what effect the lateness of the inter- 
state trains has on the intrastate traf- 
fic and what steps should be taken, if 
any at all, to remedy the situation. 

While admitting that many of the 
through trains ‘are marked up late 
very frequently, the railroad officials 
were unanimous in the statement that

On Interstate Traffic. 


In opening his statement he ex- 
Pilained that the trains which had been 
pointed out by the commussion as be- 
ing recorded late are trains which are 
operated primarily for handling in- 
terstate traffic! He stated that these 
trains are not operated to meet local 
conditions and that the company 
would not be justified in their opera- 
tion were it not for the through trave 
el. He then went on to show that on 
each of its five lines out of Atlanta 
the Southern maintains local trains 
for local travel, which he declared ade- 
quately meet the demands. 

“Trains 35, 36, 37 and 38, which are 
complained of as being late,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “are through trains between 
New Orleans and New York, and trains 
6, 13 and 14 are through trains be- 
tween Cincinnati and Jacksonville. 

“These trains travel hundreds of 
miles before reaching the Georgia line; 
often they are forced to wait on 
through connections and often when 
they are running such long distances 
they are of necessity subjected at 
times to delays, largely due to mat- 
ters which are beyond the control of 
the railroad company and which can- 
not be foreseen. 
_ “Every effort is made to keep these 
frains on time, but frequently it is 
“found to be impossible. There is no 
one more anxious that all trains be 
Operated on schedule time than is the 
railroad company itself, and if the 
commission or any one else can offer 
us a suggestion how we can be able 
to do it, we will welcome it and wil! 

ladiy put it in force. We operate

Not Familiar With Situation. 


Referring to train No. 14, which 
leaves Atlanta at 11:10 o'clock at night. 
Mr Thompson declared that “certain 
progressive newspapers are raising all 
the disturbance about late trains be- 
cause they want to get their papers 
out into other sections of the country 
and foist today's paper on the public 
as tomorrow's paper.” 

“The people who are clamoring about 
late trains are not familiar with the 
situation,” said he, 

Replying to questions from Commis- 
sioner Hillyer and others, Mr. Thomp- 
son declared that additional trains will 
not remedy the situation because the 
local traffic is already sufficiently 
taken care of and that the through 


trains are put through to their desti- | 
nation just as soon as received from ' 


other lines, and that in the majority 
sof instances time ts made up on Geor- 
gia lines that has been lost by lines 
outside the state. 

He said the Southern is making every 
effort to improve its service. Recently

ARE BEING FOUGHT 


Bonaparte Uses Murder 
Case to Test Agricultural 
Contract Acts. 


Washington, April (5.—Protesting 
against what te terms an attempt in 
some southern states to reduce the 
negro to captivity, Charles J. Bona- 
parte, formerly attorney general of the 

nited States, filed a brief in the su- 
preme court of the United States to- 
day in behalf of “Pink” Franklin, a 
South Carol{na colored man, who, on 
a charge of murder, ig sentenced to be 
hanged. 

The prisoner’s appeal, which will .be 
argued orally in about two weeks, 
promises to bring to the front .the 
status of “agricultural contracts.” 

Franklin, under an “agricultural 
contract” to work for J. D. Thomas, in 
Orangeburg county, South Carolina, in 
1907, quit before the contract expired. 
A statute had been passed in South 
Carolina making it a misdemeanor for 
a laborer to break such a contract if 
he had become indebted to his em- 
ployer. A warrant was sworn out for 
Franklin's arrest. The constable, H. E. 
Valentine, in attempting to arrest the 
negro, went to the latter’s house, en- 
tered and was killed. Franklin was 
convicted, of murder. 

Mr. Bonaparte’s brief attempts to 
show that the negro had a right to 
resist arrest and protect hithself, fam- 
ily and domicile, because the statute 
on which the warrant was based had 
been held to be obnoxious to the state 
legislation, violated the federal con- 


force the provision by the arrest of 
@ person in the situation of Franklin 
constituted a crime dgainst the United 
States under the laws forbidding peon- 
age. ,

It has been with difficulty that we 
have waited for the sixth article of 
this series to discuss a very important 
question. It is that of a_ collision 
of Halley’s comet with the earth, 
The different planets of the solar 
system—Mercury, Venus, Earth, Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune 
—travel in concentric paths, so spaced 
apart that, though they move in nearly 
the same plane, there is not the slight- 
est possibility of collision. But, though 
we*have found that a comet's path is 


something definite—as much so as that} 


of a planet—yet the two facts that its 
path crosses the paths of the planets, 
and that new comets, with unknown 
paths, are constantly bursting upon 
our vision, might well give us con- 
cern as to the safety of our globe. 
The question may be dealt with 
partly on the basis of probability. It 
was the opinion of Babinet, that a 
collision was likely to o¢cur once in 
15,000,000 years; Prof. William Pick- 
ering regards the core of a comet, from 
which the chief danger would rfse, as 
liable to strike the earth once in 
100,000,000 years. He finds that, in 
the last half of the Nineteenth Century, 
121 comets penetrated the sphere of 
the earth’s orbit. From this he de- 
duces that we should expect to be 
struck by the core of a visible comet 
only once in about 400,000,000 years; 
but we might expect collision with 
some part of the larger head once iB 
4,000,000 years. He, however, doubles 
this frequency to once in 2,000,000 
years, owing to the fact that the orbits 


}of comets are more frequently di. . 


tributed near the ecliptic, the piane in 
which the ‘earth travels. He believes 
that, during the great star shower of 
1838, we passed close to the core of an 
invisible comet, and possibly the same 
in the year 902, the “year of stars.” 
There is nothing in these figures to 
startle a man who hardly expects to 
survive three-score and ten. At their 
worst showing our chances of ¢ollision 
are one in every 2,00,000 years. 

Yet, in “Popular Astronomy” for 
June, 1909, Professor Pickering points 
out what he believes is direct evidence 
of a cometary collision. This is found 
in what is known as Coon Butte in 
Northern Arizona. This, it seems, is 
really no butte at all. In the midst 
of a plain rises a hill, 150 feet high, 
with a crater of precipitous walls, 
three-quarters of a mile across. In this 
neighborhood about a dozen tons of 
the so-called Canon Diabolo meteorites 
have been picked up, of a character 
entirely different from that of the ad- 
jacent rock, supposedly the fragments 
of a comet's head. Two thousand of 
these Were found arranged in a cres- 
cent concentric with the crater. Under 
the latter are found great: deposits of 
Silica, so finely powdered as quite 
clearly to demonstrate the work of 
sudden impact. Meteoric matter has 
been found mixed with this to a 
depth of 900 feet. Large pieces of 
meteoric iron have also been found at 
somewhat lesser depths. 

Professor Pickering gives his atten- 
tion also to the fact that seven of the 
world’s 10 largest meteorites have been 
found within 900 miles of this point, 
some of these lying within 100 miles 
of each other, suggesting community of 
origin. From these and other facts he 
concludes that, in Coon Butte, we haye 
evidence of the earth’s having been

struck, at some time in its past, by a 
part of the nucleus of a comet; this, 
becatsé it happened to be méving in 
the game direction as that of our globe, 
overtook it with a “fear-end collision,” 
which consequently was lacking in suf- 
ficient force to. do greater damage. 
This is, perhaps, the only positive evi- 
dence existing that-the earth,-in all the 
ages of its history, was ever actually 
struck by a comet. 

If it happened once, it might happen 
again; although, according to French 
astronomers, , 
ever from Halley’s comet, and only one 


If comets traveled the same plane with 
the earth, as the planets do so nearly, 
then the probability of collision would 
be greatly increased. But comets 
strike in from all conceivable direc- 
tions, and in planes diverging from 
ours by all conceivable angles. And, 
though many ef them cross the path 
of the earth twice in coming and going, 
they do so as elevated and subway 
trains cross the path of the surface car. 
It is the aim of railroad builders to

an incredible thing that a comet should 
strike directly into the earth’s path. 
In the case of Halley’s comet, now 
sweeping down upon us, and so sg0on 
to fill-all with awe and some with 
dismay, this body . rises above the 
earth's level. on January 18, 1910; 
crosses our path overhead on March 
11; drops below the earth’s level on 
May 18, and crosses beneath our path 
on May 27. Even if the comet’s cross- 
ing our plane should take place where 
the proba- 
bilities against.the earth’s happening 


palong at the “same instant would be 


practically infinite. Here is the earth 
flying through space at 1,000 miles a 
minute, and Halley’s comet dashing 
across our path at 1,548 miles a minute. 
With such speed, we should have to 
meet at ‘the- same instant’ to have a 
collision at all. If the earth reached 
intersection one. minute 
after the comet, the comet would have 
gone from that point one. minute 
earlier and would already be _ 1,548 
miles distant, As a matter of fact we 
are to come no nearer than a point 
12,000,000 miles. from Halley's comet— 
48 times as far as the moon. 


The tail through which we expect to 
pass about May 18, contains no element 
of danger; but if the solid matter of 
the core of a large comet, coming 
head on, should strike the earth 
squarely, doubtless 
comet out of commission, possibly the 
earth, too. Our sphere might be seri 
ously damaged, its revolution and rota- 
tion disturbed, the present arrange 
ment” of its seasons altered, all kind: 
of life destroyed over a wide area ané 
possibly over the entire globe. Even 
a brush with the edge of a comets 
head might sq. vitiate the atmosphere
